A polytrimethylene terephthalate staple fiber of 0.8-3 denier 
per filament having a length of about 0.2-6 inches (about 0.5 - about 15 cm), a 
tenacity of 3.5 grams/denier (3.1 cN/dtex) or more and a crimp take-up of 10-60%, 
containing 8-30 crimps per inch (about 3 - about 12 crimps/cm), prepared by the 
process of claim [43] J[2.
